Cornelius is well aware 
that there is no longer a strike-HWily a feeble pretense of a boycott,' 
which merely affords a pretext for taxing union laborers to sustain 
! a shadpw of vanished power. However, that is a matter that con- 
cerns the unions more than anybody else. The feature of interest 
in the threat to apply for an injunction is the use Cornelius proposes 
to make of the courts. Labor leaders and organizations have been 
strenuous in denouncing what ia termed "government i>y injunction." 
Cornelius apparently desires to govern organized labor by injunc- 
tion. He proposes that the courts shall use their power to compel 
all other unions in San Francisco to support a discredited and broken 
organization that is without occupation or excuse for existence. 
The proposition is ridiculous, of course, but it exemplifies the Cor- 
nelius ideas and methods, and shows the danger to organized labor 
there is in the leadership of such men.

was Impossible to copy, It was necessary 
to create. 


"The problem was: to design a building 


where the mining student already trained 
In the qlements of physical science, might 
try his 'prentice hand upon some of those 
lesser problems that lead to the larger 
ones of the mining engineer; a place 
where he might acquire and test that 
consciousness of power that comes frorn 
the msstery of the forces of nature; a 
place where he might learn 
to 
lead 


rather than to follow; to create rather" 
than to Imitate; a place where sound the- 
ory, which looks to the future, may lead 
practice, which looks to the past, to 
higher efforts and to greater triumphs. 


THEIR EFFORTS. 


"How far thin effort has been success- 


ful will not fully appear until the equip- 
ment of the building, now hardly begun, 
is entirely completed; but the plans were 
so carefully studied before work was be- 
gun that there is not a square foot of this 
great building, from Its basement to its 
topmost floor, which has not been care- 
fully designed for the special put-pose for 
which it was intended; and as nearly as 
can now be judged, all possible needs of 
the department' havs been anticipated for 
many years to come. 


"Fortunate, Indeed, ,lt was that the 


architect of thl,s * building was 
one of 


those rare artists who sees, in the out- 
ward expression of the inward spirit a.n< 
purpose of a building, the highest aim o 
his art. But he needs no praise—hi 
wqrk speaks for him.
